File No. 9|2|93-1PC-I1.—In exercise of the powers conferred under para¬ 
graph 16 of the Export & Import Policy, 1992—97, as amended, the Director 
General of Foreign Trade hereby makes the following amendments in the Hand¬ 
book of Procedures, 1992—97 :— 

(i) In para 154(1), the sentence reading as “The direct import of 
gold by the unit shall be got converted into standard bars of same 
purity of gold from the Government Mint with appropriate stamp¬ 
ing before use for export production. Similarly, the supply of gold 
by the SBI|nominated agency shall be in standard bars of the same 
purity with appropriate stamping of Government of India Mint”, 
shall be deleted; 

(it) The condition (ii) under para 154(3) shall be substituted by the 
following :— 

“A minimum value addition of 10 per cent and 15 per cent respec¬ 
tively for plain and studded gold jewellery over the value of the 
gold content shall have to be achieved.’’
